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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The following report of the public schools of Milford, ior 
the year ending Feb. 15, 1909, is submitted to the district: 

Any extended remarks that the school board might make on 
local school affairs would be but a repetition of what the su- 
perintendent has set forth in his report, which has been ac- 
cepted and adopted by the Board. 

We desire to state, though, that at the present time all the 
school departments are running harmoniously and satisfac- 
tory. The ideas and methods put into use in the schools by 
the present superintendent, Mr. John Bacon, are doing finely 
and producing excellent results, The Board having adopted 
a regulation making the required age of six for admission to 
the first primary schools, will probably make one less pri- 
mary school next September, but the following year if condi- 
tions are normal, there will be two primary schools as at 
present. sie 

For two years we have been gradually working up the 
grades to conform with the state course, until the schools 
have reached, with the exception of the eighth grade which 
lacks only a few weeks, the point which makes it safe to 
adopt the eight years course, which we have done. The 
puts our shools on the same basis with ninety per cent. of the 
schools of the United States. 

This means one less grammar school, or makes twelve 
years for the whole school course, including the high school; at 
present it requires thirteen years. 

It has been stated in former reports that conditions differ 
every year. Last year was no exception. Last September 
in order to relieve the conditions of that season, the Annex 
at the ‘‘Old Brick’’ was finished sufficiently to accommodate 
one grade. It not being large enough for the required num- 
ber of second grade pupils, seats of the west first grade were 
put in, and the room has answered very well. This change 
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made ample provision for the second grade division at the 
“‘White Building.’’ . 

We are in hopes that with change of the schoo! course and 
the advance of one year in the age of entrance, there will be 
sufficient accommodations for next year. 

At the close of last Thanksgiving’s recess, as there were 
but two pupils at the Shedd school that. building was closed 
and arrangements made for bringing the children of that sec- 
tion to the graded schools. : 

A cabinet has been made and placed in the high school cor- 
ridor for the display of the botanical specimens presented to 
the district four year ago, by John A. Wheeler, and the fine 
mineral specimens presented by Julia Bartlett.

Report of Supervisor of Music. 


Mr. John Bacon, Superintendent of Schools :— 

In submitting my second annual report I am pleased to 
say that the music work is progressing very satisfactorily, 
indeed, without wishing to be egotistical, I think I may say 
‘‘The work speaks for itself.’’ 

A great deal of blackboard work has been done in the 
presentation of time and tune principles in all the grades for, 
as in the case of reading, there must be a sane blending of 
these fundamental] ideas, the traniing of the ear and the train- 
ing of the eye. 

The books No. 1 and 2 of the New Educational course which 
were adopted this year to replace the old worn out music books 
are proving their worth and are greatly appreciated. 

I have introduced written work this year. This helps 
the individual pupil, for he not only learns to sing songs but 
he knows the principles of tune and time and can demonstrate 
the same in his written work. 

Excellent work is done by the choir of the high school and 
for the first time in the history of the school a concert was 
given last year. This was a decided success and has proven 
an incentive to the work this year. The Giris’ Glee club of 
twenty-five voices did excellent work and showed the right 
school spirit inasmuch as all glee club rehearsals were after 
the regular school session. 

Music is the universal language of all the earth, beloved 
and understood of all nations. No matter what the state of 
civilization, no matter what the condition of vice, ignorance, 
or culture, music is the one touch that makes ‘‘the whole 
world kin.’’ Given then, this universal gift, what a mar- 
vellous opportunity to educate and ‘‘leadout’’ the whole na- 
ture of the race through this language of the heart. No 
phase of this many sided art is so wonderful so interesting 
and so worth while as teaching it to little children in the 
public schools of our great free country.

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REPORT OF 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


When our schools began last September they were extreme- 
ly crowded. The first day I found 73 pupils in grade III, 66 
in grade V, 50 in grade VI, and 57 in grade VII, and more 
came the next day. I found teachers placing pupils on 
benches, chairs and window sills. There was an extra 
teacher and room for grades V and VI. 

In our state Program we find this paragraph: 

*“No teacher in grades I and II should ever be assigned 
more than thirty pupils. It may be possipble to keep more 
than this in order; it is doubtful if it is ever possible to 
teach more. In grades III to VIII it is far better to keep 
the number down to a maximum of thirty per teacher, and no 
teacher should in any case be assigned more than forty.”’ 

With ‘this excellent advice in mind there was a difficult 
problem to solve. 

After much measuring of rooms and seats and counting 
of pupils the following changes were made: — The store room 
in the new annex to the ‘‘Old Brick’’ was fitted up for a 
school room. To save time and, as some have suggested, ‘‘to 
Save space’’ this room was not plastered. This room is too 
small to hold a class of large pupils so the first grade was 
brought over from No. 9. Then parts of grades II and III 
were moved to the room made vacant and given to the assis- 
tant from the second grade. Part of the fifth grade and an 
advanced sixth grade were given to the regular assistant in 
No. 9. In each case the desks suitable for the pupils were 
moved with them, except that new ones had to be bought for 
the advanced sixth grade. By making an advanced sixth 
some pupils in grade seven who came poorly prepared were 
sent back to this grade. This somewhat relieved the crowded 
condition in grade VII. 

These moves did not entirely relieve the crowded condi- 
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tion but they did equalize the burden. Throughout the fall 
term a few pupils had to sit with their books on tables or 
window sills. As to how near we are to the maximum of 30 
in each primary room and 40 in each grammar room is shown 
by the following table:

At the close of the year we may naturally expect more 
failures in the rooms that are crowded and in the rooms that 
have two grades. 


LOSS OF TANNERY. 


The burning of the tannery has effected the crowded con- 
dition of our schools to some extent as shown by the follow- 
ing, giving the number that have left up to Feb. 15, because 
of the loss of the tannery.

Milford has an unusually large percent of its population 
in school. The total enrollment is 838, and the population 
_is estimated at 4,000. Thus we have about 21 percent of our 
population in school. Compare that with the following, taken 
from the Commissioner of Education’s report.

In most of these cities where the per cent. is very small 
Parochial schools lessen the number in public schools. It is 
easily seen that in order to have as good schools as these 
cities we must make much greater effort than they to do so. 
Or we must do something to lessen the enrollment. 


ENTERING AGE SIX YEARS. 


Last September a few pupils entered school before they 
were five years of age. Such children are likely to advance 
slowly, and should be placed in a Kindergarten. They do not 
advance as rapidly at that age as a few years later. That is, 
the town and state do not recieve as much for their money 
educating children five years of age as they do educating 
children eight years of age. It is perfectly proper for child- 
ren to be sent to school at five, or to a Kinderten at three, 
but if money must be saved this is one place to save it. 

At a meeting of the School Board, Feb. 8, it was unani- 
mously voted to raise the entering age in Milford to six 
years. In order that there might be a definite rule for all; 
children will be admitted in September who will be six years 
of age before the first of the following January. 


EIGHT-GRADE SYSTEM. 


In o!ld fashioned ungraded schools each teacher advanced the 
pupils as he thought best, or as he thought pleased the influen- 
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cial patrons of his school. Uuder one teacher a pupil might 
be taken over what would now be termed two or three years 
work in one year. Perhaps the next teacher would set this 
pupil father back than where he started with the former 
teacher. The first teacher perhaps wished to make his rep- 
utation by advancing pupils rapidly and leaving before the 
crash came. The next teacher knew that in order to have 
easy teaching the subject must not be difficult for the pupils. 
And so we had the two extremes. 

After schools were graded and pupils changed teachers 
every year, each teacher complained of the preparation of 
her pupils. She would have but little to do if all her pupils 
found the lessons‘easy. For the same reason each principal of 
an Academy or High school complained of the preparation 
given in the public schools. In order to satisfy these princi- 
pals an extra year would be taken to prepare pupils for the 
Academy or high school. Then the principals, finding aclass 
well prepared, would raise their requirements, and were ready 
by the next year to set up another howl about pupils being 
poorly prepared. Then the grammar schools would add an- 
other year, but soon the old cemplaint was heard as before. 

I cannot say how far this could have been carried if the 
secondary schools had not needed pupils. When the reaction 
set in some towns were found with ten or even eleven years 
below the high school. The school systems of the central 
west were planned at about this time and they started out on 
an eight grade basis. When their high schools were devel- 
oped people were surprised to find that some of their gradu- 
ates entered ‘college on examinations. Educators were horri- 
fied when Kansas City changed to a seven-grade system, with 
four years in the high school. And still some of the Kansas 
graduates went to college. At that time some New Hamp- 
shire towns had ten years below the high school. Educators 
interested in the two extremes visited |New Hampshire to 
find out how they spent the ten years and visited Kansas City to 
see how the work could be done in seven. If satisfactory 
work could be done in seven years then it was certainly a 
crime to rob the children of three years. All the ten years 
programs in New Hampshire were dropped a few years ago. 
There were then but few nine grade systems outside of New 
England. The New Hampshire State Program was made out 
for eight grades anticipating the fact that all schools would 
soon change to eight grades. The list of states that now 
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have eight grades shows how nearly universal this system has 
become.

NINE GRADES 


Although New Hampshire is given asa nine grade state 
many changes have made it practically an eight grade state. 
Concord, Portsmouth, Dover, Rochester, Franklin, Berlin, and 
many towns now have an eight grade plan. Likewise Massa- 
chusetts can not be classed strictly as a nine grade state, 
During the past two years Boston, Worcester and many of 
the largest cities in Massachusetts bave changed from nine to 
eight grades. It is a safe estimate to state that more than 90 
per cent. of all schools are now on the eight grade plan, and 
the per cent. is rapidly increasing. Those cities that now re- 
tain the ninth grade teach largely high school subjects. The 
following is the list given me by the Supt. of our nearest city 
as the ones taught in their ninth grade: Algebra, Latin, 
English, English History, Bookkeeping, and Civil Govern- 
ment. 

In Milford this year the teachers have followed the State 
Program as closely as possible. As this is made out for eight 
grades our schools are practically on that basis. When our 
School Board raised the entering age they also unanimously 
voted to definitely adopt the eight grade plan. 

This year arrangements will be made to take the present 
ninth grade and eighth grade pupils into the High school next 
September. The plans by which this will be carried out will 
not be announced until next June. 

It is not the intenticn to dispense with teachers. This 
could be done jif we were not so crowded, but this plan will 
lessen the number in each room. That is one way in which 
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the work can be done in eight grades instead of nine. A 
teacher can accomplish more with 30 pupils than with 40 and 
backward pupils receive more attention. Crowding rooms 
with pupils may not save the town expense. When a teacher 
has a large class she cannot take time for the slowest pupils 
and more fail of promotion. Last June 53 failed of promo- 
tion in our village grades. That means they must take a 
year longer to complete the grammar school course. If this 
is the average then the town must constantly furnish one or 
two extra teachers because of these failures. True there 
will always be a few that are not promoted, but this number 
should be made as small as possible without lowering the re- 
quirements in each grade. 

Another way cities have succeeded in completing the gram- 
mar school course in eight or even seven years has been by 
closer supervision. Many of the useless subjects have been 
taken from the courses of study. For example, in Arith- 
metic pupils are not required to study Annual Interest, Al- 
legation, True Discount, Equation of Payments, Compound 
Proportion, Reverse Processes in Interest, and the like. 

When the teachers and superintendents know that the 
time is limited they take the non-essentials from a course. 
We may be thankful that the time is limited, for a year 
gained is of no small consequence. It allows those who 
are forced to quit school young to take at least part of 
the high school course. Last September 28 out of our 31 
graduates from the grammar school entered the high school. 
The year before all returned to school. In the whole state 
of New Hampshire last September 88 percent. of the gram- 
mar school graduates entered the high schools or academies. 
With these figures before us we can no longer base conclu- — 
sions on the premise that but few grammar graduates enter 
the high school. The closer articulation of grammar and 
high school has aided greatly in. reducing the number who 
drop out at that time. Pupils are now admitted to the high 
school on their grammar school certificate instead of being 
required to take an examination as in former y ears. 


PROMOTIONS. 


I have mentioned that when changes were forced upon us 
at the beginning of the year because of crowded conditions 
the first grade in No. 9 had to be moved to the ‘‘Old_ Brick’’ 
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building. I wish to thank the parents that they realized the 
necessity of this move and did not complain of this extra 
walk. The committee and myself expected complaints and 
were surprised that not a single one was made. The ques- 
tion was debated by the Board as to whether another teacher 
should be hired and room rented (they did not know where, ) 
or make these moves. It was decided to make the changes 
spoken of which saved the town from three to five hundred 
dollars. 

I have found that the difference for those most inconven- 
ienced is a three minutes walk for a man, or about five min- 
utes for a small child. 

Besides the necessity of the move this year there is an 
advantage in having all first grade children in one building. 
The two teachers can and have worked together, and have 
divided the pupils into divisions according to their ability. 
This has favored the dullest as well as the brightest for usual- 
ly a teacher can not continue to wait for the very slowest, 


and these after a time are given up as hopeless, are given 
*‘busy work”’ to play with while the teacher goes on with the 


rest of the class. Since these divisions have been made half 
of one teacher’s time is given to the very slowest division. 
The brightest pupils are thus allowed to advance more rapid- 
ly not being handicapped by the slow pupils. These advan- 
tages are well worth the inconvenience of some walking the 
extra distance. I hope the parents will note carefully this 
distinct advantage in having all first grade pupils together. 
The same is true of the fourth grade with two teachers in the 
same building. About the middle of the fa!l term there was 
a division made of this grade. The A division has been per- 
mitted to advance as rapidly as they wished without being 
hindered by the slower pupils. This has been very successful, 
and by the close of the winter term they shall have completed 
the fourth grade work leaving the spring term for fifth grade 
work. Likewise this change has benefitted the slower pupils 
as well as the faster. A pupil who is in advance of his class 
is more of a nuisance than one who is behind. He annoys 
other pupils by being ready to answer before the others have 
had proper time to think as they should. He also discour- 
ages other pupils. I should oppose a pupil’s request to go 
into a class for which he is too well. prepared as strongly as I 
would his entering a class for which he is not prepared. In 
the second case he honors himself, but in the first case he in- 
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jures others. Teachers are often deceived by receiving the 
answer to a question from the brightest pupil thinking that 
all understand. That is a mistake, I see every day. 


Now to explain how they are to be taken care of next year. 

To those who are posted on educational systems I will say 

that we expect to use a modification of the “‘Cambridge 
Piatra.

The first grade pupils who are in the A division are 
now with teacher No. 1 (see diagram.) These do one and 
one half years work this year and next year go to teacher No.. 
2 where they complete the 3d grade. The fourthgrade pupils 
in the A division are now with teacher No. 8. Next year 
they go to No. 4 and complete the sixth grade. The slower 
first grade pupils are with No. 5 and next year go to No. 6 
and so on. If any pupils with No. 3 fails to keep up with that 
division by the close of the year instead of being promoted 
to No. 4 he will be sent to No. 9. Pupils in grade 5, with 
teacher No. 9, who fail of promotion will be sent to teacher 
No. 4 losing only half a year and having an opportunity to 
make up the grade. By studying this diagram one can see a 
great number of ways a pupil may go through school. 


RURAL SCHOOLS. 


At the beginning of the year we had five country schools. 
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By November there was only one family in the Shedd 
district that had children to send to school. Mr. Tochter- 
mann made a contract with the Board to bring his child- 
ren to the village, so when the teacher resigned at Thanks- 
giving this school was closed. 

We have excellent country teachers, but I can not say 
our country schools are good. Most country schools now 
do not compare favorably with those in the villages or 
cities. Even more money will not make them good. We 
can’ secure high school graduates and give them a year or 
two of practice, or now and then a normal graduate while 
she is hunting for another position. The young ladies do 
not like to live in the country, and would leave to take 
positions in a village or city even if we offer them larger 
salaries, 

The argument has often been used that it is cheaper to 
consolidate schools. Generally this is true, and this 
point has been emphasized until people seem to think this 
is the real reason for consolidating them. What we want 
is better schools. I believe most of the people of this 
town want the very best schools. But they can not have 
them in the country. 

Quite a number now come to the village to the High 
school and upper grammar grades. If the parents of these 
chlidren would pay part of the cost of transportation the 
country schools could all be closed at a reasonable expense. 

Suitable means of conveyance should be supplied and 
then a ride of three or four miles would not be as tire- 
some as a walk half aslong. Pupils should not be required 
to depend on the milk wagon or lumber team to reach 
school. The team from the Shedd district now passes the 
Osgood school. Ata small extra expense this school could be 
brought to the village. 

We must not consolidate schools just to save expense by 
crowding pupils into the village rooms. With the changes 
now made the prospect is that we will have excellent fa- 
cilities for schools next year if we retain all our teachers. 
This is another good reason for changing the number of 
grades and the entering age. 


TEACHING OF DRAWING 


For nearly two years we have had no teacher of drawing. 
There is no subject so difficult for the regular teachers, Re- 


cent graduates of good normal schols have had some training 
of this kind, but most of our teachers have had no prepara- 
tion whatever. An outline has been furnished the teachers © 
part of this year, and drawings with some instructions have 
been furnished for our teachers’ meetings. These lessons have 
given the pupils some practice, but we are not doing justice 
to the pupils to go on in this way. Itis hoped that at the 
March meeting an appropriation will be made for the teaching 
of drawing in our schools. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Our High school has 140 pupils this year. Next year we 
may expect a total enrollment of 170. That is about all our 
building will accommodate. The third floor could be finished 
which would provide two or three good rooms, and if the en- 
rollment in our school becomes much larger no doubt this 
will have to be done. 

In the last superintendent’s report a commercial course was 
recommended for the high school. I shall simply repeat that 
recommendation this year and state that I was greatly sur- 
prised to find a high school this size not so provided. Such 
courses are growing rapidly in all schools In some cases 
nearly 50 per cent. of the pupils have taken at least part of 
the work. In order to make the course a success a room 
should be fitted up with suitable desks and typewriters. 
Something should be done in regard to this before’ another 
year as many pupils are forced to take what is practically a 
college preparatory course who are mentally or financially un- 
able to go to college or do not wish to do so. 

It is an amusing fact that no matter what school or college 
you visit you-will hear the students complaining of how hard 
they have to work in that particular school. They may have 
time to attend a party or club regularly one or more evenings 
each week and then talk about being crowded with more than 
they can do. You are inclined to sympathize with these un- 
fortunate people, but after hearing the same complaint from 
every school you visit you may wonder if there is not some 
way to determine if their complaint is well founded. I sup- 
pose there are some parents in this town (I have not enquired, 
and do not wish to know) who think their children are being 
forced beyond all power of endurance because the high school 
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requires them to study at home. Cards have been sent out 
asking for an account to be kept of the time spent in home 
study. Seven hundred and fifty of these cards were averaged 
and found to give ten and one half hours per week for home 
study. A little over 22 hours are spent in schcol each week 
or a little less than 33 hours per week spent in recitation 
and study, a little less than one-fifth the total time for a 
week. There is something else wrong if any break downs are 
caused by 33 hours work per week. If a high school student 
spends less than 15 hours per week in home study he is grad-_ 
ed wrong or else the school is not doing its duty by him. In 
some cases a look at a report card will explain the difficulty. 
In such cases parents know what should ke done. Students 
with poor health should not expect to take the same amount 
of work as others. There is no reason why the standard of 
the school should be set to fit the weakling or the one who 
does not wish to study at home or the one who wishes to take 
music lessons. The strong healthy student has a right to ex- 
pect that when he has completed his course he is reedy to 
compare himself with the graduates from any high school 
whohave spent the sama number of years in schcol that he 
has. The student who complains may be the alumnus who 
praises. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


A case of scarlet fever was found at No. 9 during the fall 
term. The Board of Health closed the building for a few 
days and had it fumigated. The second day after the building 
was reopened another case was found and the building closed 
again. This time physicians examined every child for symp- 
toms of scarlet fever before he was allowed to enter the 
building. That is the only trouble our schools have had with 
contagious diseases, While the pupils were being examined 
for scarlet fever symptoms they were also examined for other 
reasons, and results were such that the Board of Health ex- 
amined all pupils in town. This should be done once every 
year, and oftener if necessary. There should be some agree- 
ment between the Board of Health and the School Board 
whereby a teacher may call a physician whenever she thinks 
best to do so. A teacher may suspect some contagious di- 
sease yet does not call in a physician because she can not af- 
ford to pay him herself or feels that she does not have the 
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authority to call for an examination. An ideal plan would 
be to have one physician whose duty it would be to visit 
the schools and answer the calls from the teachers for ad- 
vice. Teachers have been asked to call for certificates 
when pupils returned from homes that have been quariu- 
tined. These simple requests were sometimes answered 
by very much offended parents, in person. As the state 
law does not provide definite instruction for such cases the 
School Board should provide regulations for the protection 
of the childen. I know of no better place to spread di- 
sease than in our public schools. 


SIGHT AND HEARING TESTS. 


It is remarkable how many children and grown people too, 
have defective sight yet do not know it. We become so 
accustomed to seeing objects as we do that we believe oth- 
ers can see no better than we. Some students whose eyes 
were tested, who thought they could see as well as anyone, could 
not read letters at a distance of ten feet that others could at 
thirty feet. 

During the fall term the teachers tested the sight and hear- 
ing of every pupil. This was not an examination of the 
eyes but simply a sight test. I wish to call attention to the 
record of these tests which parents will find on the report 
cards. These test have called the attention of the teachers 
to certain pupils who should be seated near the blackboard or 
front of the room. I hope they have interested the parents. 
Many pupils fail of promotion because of imperfect vision. 
It is difficult for parents to decide to send a child to an occu- 
list, perhaps because of a belief quite common that most occu- 
lists are swindlers or charge exorbitant prices. Even though 
they may be it is better than sending children to school handi- 
capped by defective vision. 


JUDGING OUR SCHOOLS. 


Almost nothing has been done in the line of giving exhi- 
bitions by the schools so far this year, and, as I hope, but lit- 
tle will be done the remainder of the year. I have refused 
some requests for the schools to take part in public entertain- 
ments. Our schools do not need advertising. School enter- 
tainments are usually exhibitions of elocution, music, draw- 
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ing, or manual training. Manual training we do not have, 
and I’m sure we would not want to admit that music and 
drawing need to be advertised in order to be supported in our 
town. 

A poor teacher may prepare her school well for an enter- 
tainment, and no doubt you can find by consulting old records 
such remarks as this: 

‘“‘At this entertainment the pupils from Miss Blank’s room 
sang America and gave a Flag Drill... This Drill showed the 
public what excellent work has been done in Miss Blank’s 
room the past year.’’ 

Oh, such ———-—! The truth may be that that the pupils 
in Miss Blank’s room have not done half the work that should 
be expected of them. But the ‘‘Flag Drill’’ raises Miss 
Blank’s salary much to the disgust of teachers who really 
have been teaching school. 

Such entertainments are a good thing, but the public often 
judges the schools by them. Citizens of Milford who wish to 
know where good work is being done in our schools may make 
arrangements with me to take them around. I will furnish 
an outline of the work expected to be done in any subject in 
each grade and we will test the pupils to see if this work is 
being done. I hope this offer will be accepted by many. 
Please do not judge the schools by idle report, ‘‘Flag Drill’’ 
or Memorial Day song.

The Board of Water Commissioners herewith submit their 
report for the year ending Febuary 15, 1909, together 
with the statistical and financial report of the Superintendent 
and Treasurer. 

The year has been a satisfactory one inevery way. There 
has been a good supply of water throughout the year. 

The tannery fire, coming as it did in a dry time, was a 
good test for the water system, but the service proved equal 
to the emergency. 

The plant has had gocd care and is in good condition. 

The pumps at the station are in fine working order and 
the two boilers are inspected four times a year and are pro- 
nounced by the inspector to be kept in first class condition. 
The present Superintendent, Frank B. Wilkins, has had 
charge of the plant the past ten years and has made a careful 
study of everything connected with it and much credit is due 
him for his faithful work. 

After paying all running expenses, sinking fund and in- 
terest on bonds, the treasurer has paid over to the town thir- 
ty six hundred dollars, an increase of three hundred over the 
previous year. 

There have been no extentions of mains the past year. 

A new hydrant has been placed at the corner of Union 
and George streets making the present number 68. 

The board have continued the custom of meeting the first 
Thursday evening of each quarter to hear requests or com- 
plaints of citizens and water users. We are glad to report 
that there has been but little complaint. .

The past year has not been an eventful one in the history of 
the Milford Town Library. The good work of the library has 
continued and has fully justified the increased appropriation 
of two years ago whereby an assistant librarian has been em- 
ployed almost continuously. The statistics show an_ in- 
crease of circulation over any year in the history of the li- 
brary, which is most gratifying to the trustees. This in- 
crease has been in other departments than fiction. The at- 
tendance in the reading room has also increased, the records 
showing that 12,000 have patronized that room alone, all of 
which shows that the institution is a live and useful factor in 
the social economy of the town. 

A new stack has been added to the stack room. This latter 
department has already outgrown its quarters. The room de- 
mands more attention than at first because of the larger num- 
ber of children who make use of it. 

It is certainly gratifying to have the institution so well ap- 
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preciated and it is much better to have it over crowded than 
one with large and elegant apartments unused. The use of 
a library is lagely a matter of education and our people seem 
to make good use of their privileges. With the present atti- 
tude of the citizens toward the library we feel no solicitude 
as to the future. When larger accomodations become ab- 
solutely necessary, as they soon will, the means will be pro- 
vided as they always have in the past. 

To continue the institution in its present degree of effi- 
ciency an appropriation of $1,500 is necessary, which amount 
is recommended by the selectmen.

2 in Wilton, 7 1n other towns in our state, 8 in Massachu- 
setts, 2 in Maine, 1 in Vermont.

The average age at death for the year was a fraction 
over 48 years; a singular circumstancein the year has been 
that except very young children—of whom the united age 
of the 15 deaths was 4 years, 9 months and 16days—there 
has not been a death under 20 years. Not one of school 
age has died.
